“Through connections already 
established in the Orient. it is 
sible for the California Botanical - 
dens to put an expedition in the field 
at the comparatively short notice,” 
says Dr. Merrill.

SHIELD TO GUILTY 


“Delay & a shield to the guilty,” 
said Maj. Tuller. “I believe 75 per 
cent of the time spent in a criminal 
prosecution has been eliminated. At 
present it takes from two to two 
years and a half from the time of 
plea to scttie the appeal on a con- 
viction. Under the revised statutes 
this will be cut to six months as « 
maximum. 

“The new laws provide that the 
defendant shall be taken before the 
committing magistrate within two 
days of his arrest.
